Vichy, Unoccupied France, Auk. 13 (AI*)—Frances author­ 
itarian government, committed to participation in the recon­ 
struction of a Europe who.se map is being changed by Ger­ 
many’s armed might, was entrenched today behind a series of 
decrees designed to throttle the foes at home of its foreign 
and domestic policies. 
In a broadcast to the nation last night. Chief of State 
Marshal Philippe Petain declared that to save France from 
herself the government must overcome all opponents of th** 
new order by “smashing their undertakings” and “decimating 
their leaders.” 
That new order, built on the grave of parliamentary democ­ 
racy, envisages “broad perspectives that can open up a recon­ 
ciled continent to activity,” the aged Marshal asserted. 
Overcome Distrust 
“That is the goal toward which we are heading,” but to 
achieve it France must overcome a heritage of distrust which 
thus far has prevented the offer of collaboration extended by 
Adolf Hitler last October from “bearing all its fruit,” Petain 
declared. 
He acknowledged that opponents of the new order—among 
which he listed free masonry, political parties thirsting for a 
comeback and self-seekers—were legion. 
To these elements he delivered a stern warning that the 
government intended to exert a strong hand to carry out its
